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adutertiled) not executed, the people bꝛought to 


a diſobedtence, and in maner alt his Mateities 
ſtudie and oures, in ſettyng a good and moſte 
Godiy ſtaie , to the honoz of Goo, and the quiet 
of the telame, ſpent in vain, and come to nothing. 
The whiche, as wee haue greate hope and truit, 


not to bee altogether fo, vet ſo muche as it is and 


ſo muche as it lacketh, of kepyng the realme in a 
moſte Godly oꝛdꝛe and ſtaie: we muſte nedes iin⸗ 
pute, and late the faulte therof in you, whiche are 
the Juſtices ol Peace in euery Shire:to whom. 
we are wont to directe out wzitynges, c to whole 


truſt and charge, the Kynges mateſtie hath com⸗ 


mitted the execucion of all his Pzoclamactons, 
of his Actes,of Parliament, ot his Lawes. 
We are inlouxmed that many of you, be ſo ne⸗ 
gligent and ſo flacke, in that, that it doth appere, 
that you doo rather loke, as it wer thʒough your 
kingers. then diligently to ſe, foz the execucion of 
thelated Lawes and Pꝛoclamacions: a if vou 
would accozdyng to vout dueties, to vout othe, 


to the trulte, whiche the Kynges maieſtie hath in 


vou, geue pour diligence and care, toward thexe⸗ 
cucion ot theſame, moſte Godly Statutes and 
Iniunccions, there ſhould no dilobedience, no 


diſoꝛdze, noꝛ euill rule, bee begon,oz atiſe in any 


part of the realme, but it ſhould by and by be re⸗ 


pꝛeſſed kepte doune, and rekoꝛmed. 


SHary it is feared, and the thyng it ſelk geueth 
octaſion thereto, that diuerſe of pou, do not onely 


et kutthe, but rather hynder, ſo muche as lieth in 


ou 
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xdu the kynges matellies pꝛocedynges : and Exe 


content that there ſhould ariſe ſome diſobediente 


and that menne ſhould repine againſt Godly oz⸗ 
ders et furthe by his Maieſtie, you do ſo flack⸗ 


phy lookc to the execucion ot᷑ theſame . So that in 
fome Shires, whiche bee further of, it maie ap 
pere that the people hath neuer hard ol diuerle of 
his maieſties Pꝛoclamaciõs . oꝛ it᷑ thei haue hard 
that you are .colttent to wincke at it and to ne⸗ 
glecte it, ſo that it is all one, as though it wer ne⸗ 
uer commaunded. But if vou doo conſidꝛe, and 
remembze your dueties, firſte, to almightie od, 
and then to the bynges Maieſtie, the wealthe of 
the whole Realme, the ſalegarde and furetic of 
your awne ſeltes, you mult nedes ſe, that excepte 
luche ozdꝛes, as the kynges Maieſt ie hath lette, 
and ſhall herafter appoynt to be kept, neither the 
realme can bee defended. if the enemie ſhould in 
uade, noꝛ in peace it cannot ſtande, but vpon the 


contempt of good and wholſome lawes, all diſoz⸗ 
dꝛe and inconuentences ſhould come, the people 


ſhould be wilde and ſauage, and no man lure ot 
his awne.And ik at any tyme there was occaſion 


and cauſe to be circumſpect and diligent aboute 


theſame, there was neuer moꝛe tyme then now: 
How wee ſtande in Scotlande you knowe, and 


that other fozrein power maketh great pꝛepara⸗ 


Lion to aide them, and in deede doth come to their 
Aide, we are lurely infoꝛmed and certified. Wher 
foꝛe, if there ſhould not be good oꝛdꝛe, and obedi⸗ 
ence kepte in the realme, the realme were ge 
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terly to be deſtroyed. Heuer foꝛtein power could 


8 any parte pꝛeuaile in this realme, 

ut by diſobedrence and miſoꝛdꝛe within out ſel⸗ 
kes, that is the waies wherewith God will pla⸗ 
gue vs, it he mynde to puniſh vs: and ſo long as 


we do agree within our lelfes, and be obedient to 


our Pꝛince, and to his Godly ozdzes and lawes, 
wee mate bee lure that God is with vs, and that 
fozrein power, ſhall not pꝛeuaile againſt vs noz 
hurte vs. Wherfoze once agatn,and ſtil we muſt 
aud doo ſate this charge vpon vou, that are the 


better ok the Shire and Juſtices of Peace:that 


with lo conuenient ſpede as you can, vou doo re⸗ 
paire doune into your countreys. And you ſhall 


allo geue watnyng, to the Gentle menne ol the 


Shire, whiche haue not neceſſarie buſines here; 


that thei repaite doune eche man into his coun⸗ 


trey, and there bothe you and thei, who be reco⸗ 
ned the ſtate of euery Shire, to le good oꝛdꝛe and 
rule kepte.p ou, that your Seſſions of Gaole de⸗ 
liucry, and quarter Seſſions, bee well kepte, and 
therein pour metynges, to bee ſuche that Juſtice 
might be well and truly miniſtered, the ollendoꝛs 
and melekactoꝛs puniſhed, accoꝛdyng to the Laz 
wes of the rcalme, without any teare of any man. 
oꝛ that foꝛ fauoure, you ſhould ſuſtte thoſe to el⸗ 
rape. whiche with their euill exaple, might bzyng 


bther to like miſhappe, and that all Macaboun⸗ 


des, al lewde and light tale tellers; and ſedicious 
berers of falſe newes ofthe Kynges Maieſtit, oz 
ok his counlaill, oʒ ſuche as will pzeache 2— 
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licenſe; de inmmedfatiy.bp nou tepꝛeſte and punt? 
ſhed;Indifthere ſhould chaunce, any leude and 
light fellowes, to make any routes oz tiottes, oz 


vnlawkull aſſembles, any ſedicious metynges, 
vpꝛozs, oꝝ vpꝛiſynges ,in anꝝ plate, bn the ſedici⸗ 


ous and deuiliſhe mociũ ot᷑ ſome pꝛiuie kraitozs, 
that you and thet appeaſe theim at the firſfe, and 
appꝛehende the firſte aucthoꝛs and caulers ther⸗ 
ot, and certitie vs with lpede. 5 

The lightnes of the rude and ignoꝛaunt peo⸗ 
ple, muſt be repꝛeſte and oꝛdered, by your graui⸗ 
tie and wiledome: And here you mate not ( if any 
ſuche thyng:chaunce)difſemble;, with thole ſuche 
lewde men, and hide pour leltes. Foz it ſhalbe re- 
quired of you . if ſuche miſoꝛdꝛe bee: and ſurely 
without your aide and help, oꝛ your diſſemblyng 
ſuche miloꝛdze cannot bee. Noz we dooe not late 
this, that wee keare any luche thyng oz that there 


is anp ſuch thyng likely to chaunte. hut we geue 
. pour warning befoze,lealt it ſhould chaunce. We 


haue had to mttche experience in this Realme, 
what inconuemence commeth of ſuche mattters, 


aͤnd though ſome light perſones, doo not in their 


rage conlider it, yet wee doo not doubte but that 
you weigh it, and knowe tt well imough. And it it 
ſhould chaunce our enemie (who is mainteined, 
by other fozrein powers, and the Buſhoppe of 
Rome) ſhould ſodainly atriue, in ſome place of 
Englande, either dztuen by tempeſte, oz of pur⸗ 
pole, to do hutte, ye ſhould ſe ſucge o2d2es kepte, 
by tieryng of Beacons, as hath all ready been 
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witten vnto yaubpour lettets, to repalſe the⸗ 
lame, in ſo good arrate as you can, as we do not 
doubte but you will, foz the ſaufegarde of 
vour countrep: fo that the enemie ſhall - 
haue litle iope ot his commpng © © |

hhall ſe diligently, that | 
menne haueHozle © © l.
